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Good News For The World 


Christmas, 1921, gives promise of more nearly approaching to 
a realization of the song of the angels on the first Christmas morn, 
“Peace on carth goodwill to men,” than any like season in years past 


‘thanks to the conference on the limitation of armaments convened 


at Washington. It is too early as yet to estimate the results of this 
epoch-making conference, but that it cannot fail to be productive of 
much good was clearly established at the opening session and subse- 
quent days. 

The Great War ended in the “scrapping” of the German navy, 
a big fleet created as an offensive weapon, a threat against all other 
nations and the peace and freedom of the world. The British and 
United States navies have been brought into being for defensive 
purposes, and the former has long been regarded as a world police- 
man and been responsible, not for precipitating wars, but in prevent- 
ing them and maintaining order and extending liberty in all parts of 
the globe. When the German navy struck its colors and was ig- 
nominous cuttled, the Austrian and Turkish flects met a like fate. 


And with the destruction of these navies the need for maintaining | 


great defensive fleets by Great Britain, the United States, Japan and 
other nations passed, unless ‘they, too, were to keep on building 
against one another. 

The whole world rejoices at the evidence produced by the Wash- 
ington conference that any insane, human, barbarous policy is not to 
be followed. Britain and the United States, the two greatest naval 
powers, are not distrustful of each other. Neither has any cause 
to fear attack from the other. And Japan, the third naval power, 
whose motives are not so well understood, has been asked to join in 
putting a stop to further construction of these huge and enormously 
expensive monsters of destruction and to “scrap” hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars worth of ships already built and building. 

And the Governments of these three countries have agreed to 
stop the suicidal, war-provoking race for naval supremacy. What- 


ever the politicians, the militarists and armament manufacturers of , 


these countries may think and desire, they fully realize that any 
Government which refused to entertain the ptoposal submitted at 
the Washington conference would be swept out of office by an out- 
raged people. There may be changes in details of the’ plan sub- 
mitted, but in the main it must be ratified because the people them- 
selves so will it. 

It witl not be the first time that Britain and the United States 
‘scrapped” their navies, or, at least, portions o fthem. More than 
one hundred years ago these two countries by treaty pledged them- 
selves not to maintain naval forces on the Great Lakes between 
Canada and the States. That agreement has been carried out by 
both countries, in letter and in spirit.» For over a century there 
has been no threat of one against the other along the long internation- 
al boundary line. Nor has either country in naval expansion on the 
Atlantic and Pacific coasts created vessels of a design intended for 
use against each other. 

What the United States and Britain could and did do over one 
hundred years ago, and what they have succeeded in doing through- 
out the years that have followed, all nations ought to be not only 
willing but able to do in this still more enlightened age. The savy- 
ing in money and consequent taxation of the people will be enor- 
mous, but the greatest benefit of all will be the removal of a standing 
threat against each other and the peace of the world which these 
huge fleets of battleships constitute. 

The United States demonstrated its good faith in calling the 
conference at Washington and in the proposals submitted to it. 
There was no compulsion on the United States to take such action. 
it is in a position to stand the strain of competitive naval armaments 
better than any other country. Britain has demonstrated her sin- 
cerity not only by acceptance of the programme submitted, but in 
taking immediate action stopping all work on construction of new 
ships, including the four powerful battle-cruisers of the Tlood type, 
and in urging a still further reduction in submarine construction. 
‘The four Hoods alone would have meant a cost equal to three dol- 
lars per head for every man, woman and child in the British Isles. 

Canada is deeply interested in the outcome. It means that it 
will not be necessary for this Dominion to even take a start at creat- 
ing a navy-—a course which would have been inevitable if the old 
race in battleship building was to be continued. It is a further 
fuarantee of continued peace between the two great branches of the 
English-speaking race, the breaking of which-peace would make Can- 
ada the battlefield for the contending forces, It will remove dan- 
ger of Canada becoming involved in a struggle between the United 
States and Japan, becattse the Washington proposals are bound to 
‘emove titich of the growing friction between those two nations. 

It is far better for the nations of the world to scrap their navies 
than to have their navies scrap. It is a great forward step towards 
turning the instruments of war into the machinery and tools of 
peaceful industry. Peace on earth, goodwill to men will have a new 
meaning this Christmas.

|color samples, but nothing has come 
under our notice to equal your 
browns, old gold and soft shades.” 

Mrs. Hart unfolded to an inter- 
viewer roll after roll of beautiful 
silks, crepe de chine, ribbons and 
serges. 

“Tam still finding new _ shades,” 
‘she continued. “There is scarcely 
a growing thing I cannot extract a 
‘color from. There are over a hun- 
dred eucalyptus varietles from which 
I can get different shades. 
| “The woods and vegetation in 
| America and England are colorless 
| compared with our Australian vege- 
tation. Their wet, cold seasons do 
not produce much that can be used 
jfor dyes.

Winter Ege 
Production 


To Get Best Results Proper Feeding Is 
Essential 

(f satisfactory profits are to be ob- 
tained fvom the keeping of hens, it is 
necessary that eggs be produced dur- 
Ing the ‘season of scarcity and high 
prices, 

Regs laid in November and Decem- 
ber will usually fetch from two to 
three times the price of eggs laid in 
April.and May. Poulirymen should, 
therefore, put forth every effort to- 
wards the production of winter eggs. 
Success depends, very largely, upon 
the care and feed which the flock is 
given. There are other feeds be- 
sides the grain and water commonly 
fed, that are essential, if heavy win- 
ier production is to be expected. The 
most important of these are the grain 
feeds and the animal feeds, and it 
cannot be too strongly emphasized 
that these are absolutely necessary to 
high production. Green feed may be 
supplied in the form of mangels, clov 
er hay, sprouted oats, waste cabbage 
or vegetable parings, while animal 
feed may be given in the form of milk, 
green cut bones, beef scrap or diges- 
tive tankage. 

The following method feeding 
should give satisfactory results: 
Morning: A light feed of scratch grain 
scattered in the litter, Noon: A 
moist mash may be given in which is 
mixed table scraps or green cut bone. 
Night: A full feed of scratch grain.

In addition to the forementioned a 
constant supply of grit, oyster shell, 
charcval and fresh wetter should be 


kept before the flock at all times, also 
au dry ‘mash. This mash may be 
made up of different ingredients, but 
one that will give good results is bran, 
middlings, corn meal, ground oats and 
meat meal, equal parts. If mflk ts 
available or green cut bone is being 
used, the percentage of meat meal 
may reduced, Feed the whole 
grain sparingly so as to get the flock 
to consume a_ large proportion of 
_mash, as it is always noticeable that 
the consumption of mash is greater 
when production is at its highest

Compulsory Grading of 
Dairy Products 


Regulations Regarding Exports May 
Be Put Into Effect Next Year 

Regulations making compulsory the 
grading of dairy products to be ex- 
ported will probably be put into effect 
next season by the federal department 
of agriculture, according to J. A. Rud- 
dick, dairy commissioner for Canada, 
in an address before dairy produce 
graders from all over the Dominion, 
who met in Toronto under the 
plees of the dairy and cold storage 
branch of the department of agricul- 
ttre. Mr. Ruddick emphasized the 


necessity for grading te ensure unifor- ! 
! 


mity of quality if Canada was to hold 
her own against the strong compett- 
tion in the principal dairy produce 
markets of Great Britain, Canada, 
he remarked, was now the only large 
cairy produce exporting country tn the 
world in which a system of compul- 
sory grading was not in force. The 
dairy commissioner assured his hear- 
ers that while it was expected to es- 
tablish grading in Canada next year, 
such would not be done unless he 
could secure experts to carry out the 
work, 

The conference of dalry graders was 
especially notable this year as it 
marked the first occasion on which all 
the provinces were represented,

From Canada 


Canada’s flour is the standard of the 
world. This is pretty generally ad- 
mitted. The writer knows one citl- 
zen of the United States who, on 
every visit he makes to Canada, ear- 
ries home, under strict instructions 
from his wife, a number of loaves 
of bread, she claiming that no bread 
obtainable in the United States can 
approach that made from Canadian 
flour.

The only color of 
life is produced by flaring Bolnhevik 
posters, illustrating the evils of 
alcohol and demon rum, capitalism 
and sundry odds and ends, including 
the necessity of caring for the teeth. 
As there is no alcdhol, even for 
medical purposes, nor dentists, nor 
money circulating among the poor, 
these posters lose their effect.. They 
are hang-overs from old Soviet educa- 
tional campaigns. 

Baku took up Bolshevism where 
Moscow left it off and still pretends 


that it is very, very Socialistic and 
brotherly. The small boys in the 
Streets have taken a liking to the 


word “Tovarish”’ (comrade) and ad- 
dress passersby with it, when begging 
a bit of bread or a match. 


Peary Was Idol of Men 


Discoverer of North Pole 
Showed Consideration 

Near-Admiral Peary, discoverer of 
the North Pole, was the idol of lis 
men. He never sent them to any 
place that he was not willing to go 
to himself. 

Donald B, MacMillan, a member of 
the party which accompanied him 
on his successful trip to the North 
Pole, tells how once he fell through 
the ice at 69 below zero. When he 
returned, bleeding and _ half-frozen, 
to camp, Peary himself beat the ice 
from McMillan’s bearskin trousers 
and then took off his warm shirt to 
help to restore his follower.

Repeat the process for 
several days. The floors should be 
scrubbed with hot soapsuds and all 
cracks and crevices sprayed with gaso- 
line. 

Closets should be scrubbed and 
treated with gasoline.
